Tekhe Haute, Ind.,]S t ov. 9.— OnjjOc- 
tober '2D, Joseph Bobbins, bridge 
watchman at the Naskia River, on. (he 
Vundulia Railroad, was murdered, 
and Nathan Burgess, a neighbor, was 
arrested, and tho evidence against him 
was so strong that ho made the follow- 
ing confession in opon court: — 

"I knew tho Vandalia pay-car had 
passed that afternoon, and hail paid 
Bobbins his month's wages. I got 
that shot gun and went to tho bridge 
As I aj)proached tho watch-house I 
saw, through tho window, Bobbins 
sitting inside. His shoulders and 
head only could bo seen. I raised the 
gun and. tired. I then hesitated a few 
minutes to listen if the report of the 
gun had aroused any one. I then 
went up to tho watch-house door and 
found Bobbins on his knees praying. 
I plainly heard him say: "<) God, 
have mercy on the one that did this. 
Spare him for Jesus's Bake." 1 was 
horrified and turned and ran, 1 did 
not know where. I did not enter the 
house, nor touch tho door. His words 
haunt me still." 

The amount for which Bobbins was 
murdered was $31.50. There is great 
excitemont in La Fayette couhty, 
and threats are made of lynching Bur-

Details cf a Dreadful Traoedy. — 
Tho shooting of the two children of 
Joseph Brown, of Plaiutield, Conn., 
by his son, a lad of twelve years, proves 
a shocking instance of juvenile depra- 
vity. The children were at play dur- 
ing' tho absence of their parents, when 
tho boy brought out a loaded gun from 
tho bed-room, saying ho was going to 
kill some of them, llo found some 
caps, put ono on, took deliberate aim, 
and fired at his infant brother, who 
was only two feet distant from the 
muzzle. The little ono was fearfully 
mangled. A little girl in wdioso lap 
tho babe was sitting was also struck in 
tho face and shoulders, a ball passing 
through her cheeks, cutting her tongue 
aud knocking out two teeth, while 
several lodged in her face and neck. 
As soon as tho tteed had been done 
she laid the dying babe on tho lounge 
and bade George run to tho village 
and bring his mother. The boy went 
as directed, but instead of telling of 
the affair, remained with her until even- 
ing, when both parents and himself re- 
turned home. A light was struck and 
a moment sufficed to reveal tho sail 
sight. Stretched upon the lounge lay 
the ghastly corpse of the babe, the 
terrible wound in the throat tilled with 
clotted blood, while its clothes were 
completely saturated. Crouching in 
tho corner was the wounded girl, who 
had prepared a rude bandage for her- 
self, and for five hours she had borne 
indescribable pain from her wounds. 
Her face hail so swollen as to ho 
scarcely recognizable, and she wns 
hardly able to speak, 'flic floor was 
covered with blood, and in the walls 
of tho room were embedded stich por- 
tions of tho charge as had not lodged 
in the victims. The toy acknowledg- 
ed tho guilt, and said ho was only in 
fun, and did not mean to kill tho chil- 
dren.

great confusion of tho businoss which 
is is your duty to discharge, and show 
some personal civility to your guest?" 

French Remedy, iron Neuralgia. — A 
remedy mamed "aqua puncture" has 
been introduced in Franco for the treat- 
ment of neuralgia. It may bo described 
as a force-pump, which can bo carried 
about niul placed on a table, with a small 
flexible tubo about two feet long, so con- 
structed as to deliver a thread of water 
from its extremity with such force as to 
pierce leather. In operating onapationt 
afflicted with neuralgia, tho piston is 
worked a few times to expel tho air from 
the tubo; the point is then held about 
half an inch from the painful spot, the 
pump is worked, and tho thread of water 
plays on tho skin. Presently a whito 
vesicle appears on tho spot where tho 
water strikes; and any numbor of puno- 
tures may bo mado at tho discretion of 
the operator, and in proportion to 
tho extent of the pain. At first the skin 
around tho vesiclos becomes red; but 
after a fow hours the vesicle and the red- 
ness disappear, leaving only a small 
black point, whicfl is the crust left by tho 
drying of a drop of blood in the punoturo. 
The operation is described as painful; 
but the relief it produces is so great that 
patients always call for u repetition when- 
ever their neuralgic pains return.

The Fly on the Wheel 
Again- 

The organ of the fly uaytfthe Otta- 
wa telegram we published on Friday 
was bogus, and if not bogus, it only 
confirms previous announcements; and 
then it triumphantly asks, "Is not 
this the result of Walkom'a mission?" 
Passing over the queer logic of our 
contemporary, it will scarcely be 
necessary to say that the telegram re- 
ferred to was genuine and from an ex- 
cellent source, as several prominent 
citizens know. The business of "man- 
ufacturing" telegrams is one which we 
leave entirely in the hands of our con- 
temporary, having neither the inclina- 
nation nor the ability to cope with it 
in that line. It is quite true that, in 
so far as the nature of the new terras 
is concerned, the telegram did little 
inoro than confirm previous announce- 
ments; for it had been known for five 
or His. months substantially what terms 
Mr. Mackenzie was prepared to give. 
But when our contemporary claims 
these terms as the result of Mr. Wal- 
kem's mission, it not only wrongs the 
Dominion Government but it by im- 
plication casts a slur upon the intelli- 
gence, outrages the common-sense, of 
the people. It is already known that 
Lord Carnarvon, in a recent dispatch, 
"approves of Mr. Mackenzie's action 
in relation to the dispute with the 
Government of British Columbia "and, 
as a matter of course, constructively 
condemns the action of our Govern- 
ment. Nor have these solfish tricks- 
ters been let off with merely con- 
structive condemnation. There is ex- 
cellent reason for stating that when 
the official correspondence comes to 
be published, it will be found that the 
action of our Government has been 
most explicitly and emphatically con- 
demned at Home. Under the circum- 
stances these attempts to claim credit 
for those who have been righteously 
condemned and to with hold credit 
from those who can alone have any 
just claim to it in this business are 
not only in the worst possible taste 
but they are in the highest degree 
impolitic. Happily Mr. Mackenzie lias 
already given evidence of the possess- 
ion of an amount of magnanimity 
which must preclude any apprehension 
that such conduct will cause him to 
deviate from what he may conceive to 
be right and just. Yet, at the same 
time, oven if one loses sight of, the 
higher ground, many- circumstances 
exist which ought to suggest the ex- 
treme unwisdom of this community in- 
curring the disfavour of the Domin- 
ion Government by the most perverse 
determination to misjudge their very 
best acts and accord only censure 
where credit is justly due. Nor do 
we for a moment believe that Victoria 
will commit such a blunder. There 
may be, doubtless are, a clique here, 
as in most communities, who, having 
axes to grind, would be prepared to 
toady to the returning, crest fallen 
Premier; and itis quite possible that he 
might permit himself to bo bedecked 
with laurels to which he has not only 
no claim whatever but which would, 
under the circumstances, be a grim 
mockery. Lot them alone. All this 
will only tend to make them the more 
ridiculous when all the facts connected 
with this missionary business shall be 
authoritatively placed before the conn- 
try. 



English Mail. 

The infant son of the Duke of Edin- 
burgh was baptised receiving the name 
of Albert Alexander Alfred Ernest 
William. The sponsors were Queen 
Victoria, the Emperor of Russia (who 
was represented by the Cessarewitch,) 
the German Emperor (represented by 
the Duke of Connaught,) the Prince 
of Wales, the Crown Princess of Ger- 
many, and the Duko of Saxc Co- 
borg. 

Tho Rev. W. J. King, the owner of 
the Leger victress Apology, has adopt- 
ed the usual legal steps to resign the 
livings which he holds in tho Church.

_ Our Wood. 

It will bo seen from the following 
extarct from a Into number of "The 
British Trade Journal that the incom- 
parable Douglas fir of British Colum- 
bia is turning up in a new role in the 
old country. What if it .should be- 
come the fashionable cabinet wood '? 
British Columbia is, we learn, indebt- 
ed to Roderick Finlayson, Esq., of 
this city, for bringing the wood under 
the immediate notice of Mr. Roberts, 
— a good work which wo hope to see 
taken up by others in order that the 
Douglas fir may become properly 
known and take its true rank amongst 
tho useful woods of the world:— 

"The desire for accession to our ma- 
terials for joinery and furniture has 
been answered by Mr. A. E. Roberts, 
of Rood Lane, London, by an exhibit 
of planks uf the "Sequoia semper- 
virens" from California, and tho Dou- 
glas Or from British Columbia. 

"Tho British Columbia fir is both the 
strongest of its kind and tho most 
beautiful in figure, with the advanta- 
ges of great size and freedom from 
knots. In its natural colour, aud un- 
der gradations of stain from light to 
very dark, it is certainly tho most ef- 
fective of tho fir woods for tho polish- 
ed joinery that is now so far preferred 
to paint in houses of superior archi- 
ectural character. When selected of 
small figure it is very effective for bed 
room furniture, for which it has been 
largely used by several cabinet makers 
of eminence. 

"Mr. Roberts, who has most perse- 
veringly kept this wood before the 
public for many years, exemplified its 
use at his own residence in the yoar 
I808 by a staircase aud a handsome 
drawing-room, from the designs of the 
lato Mr. E. B. Lamb, and in bed- 
room furniture specially designed. 
Tho wood for these uses was desiccat- 
ed, and the joints are in nil cases as 
close as when fresh worked.

Nkw GwmTH. — The edifice now in 
course of .erection on Herald street for 
the use of the Julians is progressing 
finely.

It is to survu 
the double purpose of church and day 
school. The ground cost S500 and tho 
etructuro when finished will not'eost less 
thin $1650, making the total cost of $2,- 
150. Tho subscription lists shows that a 
general interest is felt by this community 
iu the elovation and Curistianization of 
tho natives. Notice had been given to 
tho Indians that on Friday evening the 
plans of the church prepared by Thomas 
Trounce, Esq., tho architect, would bo 
exhibited in their school room, and that 
they would have an opportunity of con- 
tributing to tho trust fund. The meeting 
■was largo and exceedingly interesting. 
In * short time ^1 75 was contributed by 
tho Indians, one third of which was paid. 
One pleasing feature of tho meeting was 
tho deep interest felt by all.

There was scarcely one pre- 
sent who did not give something, even 
tho little children brought up their dol- 
lars and four-lut pieces. The reforma- 
tion which has been effected among tho 
natives is certainly encouraging.

A Licentious Tress. 



""Judge Crease, in passing sentence upon 
tho unfortunate man Baldwin, convicted 
of publishing a libelous card in the Stand- 
ard newspaper (tho organ of tho Local 
Government in this city,) passed most 
sovoro comments upon the licentious 
character of that publication, which has 
done much to lower tho tono of journal- 
ism in this country since its establish- 
ment. Quoth tho Judge:— "I think, and 
I boliove tho Jury thought, that the. pub- 
lisher of this paper, who for a few paltry 
dollars published tho libel, oitfrlit to 
have stood alongside of you, prisoner, in 
that box to-day and been subjected to 
the samo punishment which .1 am about to 
mete out to you." Tho Judge then sen- 
tenced tho wretched Baldwin to 0110 
year's servitude in tho chaingang, regret- 
ting that ho could not send the publisher 
of tho Standard to keep him company. 
.Shortly after this scene passed at the 
Court, an almost similar scene was being 
enacted at tho office of tho Government 
o.-gan iu this city. A. G. Home, Esq., 
of Comox, who was so atrociously libeled 
through tho Standard about six weeks 
ago, arrived in town on Friday evening. 
Yesterday, through Mr. Robertson, Q.C., 
he made a demand upon the publisher 
of the paper for the name of tho writer of 
the libel. Although Mr. Hume had made 
frequent demands upon the publisher by 
letter for tho name, it was always refused 
until yesterday, when with the terrible 
lesson just read by Judge Crease ringing 
in his ears, the publisher stated that the 
writer was Mr. Crawford of Comox. Mr. 
Home very magnanimously, and at tho 
urgent solicitation of friends, (consented 
t<> abandon proceedings against the Stan- 
dard, tho conductors of which have been 
taught a lesson that they will remember 
to their dying day, and that will, 
it is hoped, have I he ef- 
fect of stapping forever the slanderous 
emanations that have sullied tho Third 
Pago of tho organ for several years past. 

New Westminster Mail Service.

Ritualism intlie Far West. 



Tho following, which appeared in a 
Hertfordshire paper last month, has 
boen handed to us by Mr. S. Titmuss. 
just out from England. It may inter- 
est some of our readers here:— -Under 
this heading we find tho following par, 
agraphin tha'Bristol Mercury,*(copied, 
probably, from some Canadian paper,) 
which wo transfer to our columns, 
since tho clergyman whoso name it so 
honourably mentions as the champion 
of the Protestant faith and the oppo- 
nent of Ritualism in Brit ish Columbia, 
is anativeof neighbourhood, and must 
be well known to many of our readers. 
Mr. Cridgo's father onco kept school 
in this town, prior to which he was in 
tho same occupation at Bratton Flem- 
ing, and subsequently at Southmoltah, 
His son to whom the pnragraph relates, 
wdio was a young man of considerable 
promise, followed his father's profess- 
ion, and was for some years engaged 
as the master of tho free school at 
Braunton, where his health failed. He 
subsequently entered the Church of 
England, and received an appointment 
to Vancouver Island, (under tho Church 
Missionary Society, wo believe,) and 
there his exemplary character and su- 
perior abilities combined to procure 
proferment for him, and ho has boon 
now for somo years Dean of the Church 
in that Province. Ho has near rela- 
tives living in the parish of Southmol- 
ton. We rejoice to find ^Ir. Cridge 
"earnestly contending" for the faith of 
his fathers, and against the vanities by 
which Ritualism would disguise it. 
Tho following is the paragraph which 
we rofer to: — Ritualism has penetrat- 
ed even to the wilds of British Colum- 
bia, and the clergy iu that far distant 
land aro amusing themselves with their 
little controversies in imitation of our 
own Church disputants. The Bishop 
of the Episcopal Church is prosecute 
ing his Dean, tho Rev. Mr. Cridge, 
before an Ecclesiastical Court nt Vic- 
toria, for 'contumacy, disrespect, &c.' 
The real secret of tho dissension is, 
however , that the Bishop is Ritualistic- 
ally inclined, and tho Dean holds op- 
inions diametrically opposed to his 
superior. To show how stanch ly Mr. 
Cridge upholds the cause of right and 
justice, it is stated by a Canadian 
paper that on one occasion, when Bish- 
op Recce had concluded a Ritualistic 
sermon, the Dean came forward and 
stated that he could not allow hie pul- 
pit to bo used without warning his 
congregation against any such doc- 
trines. This bold action caused in- 
tense excitement among the congrega- 
tion, and tho people clapped their 
hands and vigorously applauded their 
beloved Dean. One man in the choir 
was so enraptured with this noble act 
of heroism that he screamed out, 'Bully 
for Cridge!' 

A Cowardly Assasaina 
tion. 



Merced, Dec. 7. — About half-pnst 7 
o'clock this morning, as Edward Mad- 
den, editor of the Merced "Tribune," 
was going to his otilcu, ho wits shot 
and killed by Harry Granice, stepson 
of Robert J. Steele, editor of tho San 
Joaquin "Argus." It appears that the 
"Argus" and "Tiibuue" had for some 
time been iu a coiibtaut war against 
each other, but nothing serious was 
expected to come from it, until about 
twowoeksago, when jta M'ttole ap- 
peared in the "Argus" reiloctin.; upon 
a young lady to whom Madden was 
deeply attached. Madden made no 
reply until his issue of the 5th, when 
tho following article appeared iu the 
"Tribuuo": "The Vallejo 'Chronicle' 
notes the advent in that town of 
Mrs. R. G. Steel, who is canvassing 
for a book, entitled 'Dell Dart.' u 
any family desires to be posted in life 
of a femalo in a bouse of ill-fame, they 
can ascertain all the knowledge in 
that line they desire by perusal of the 
publication referred to. The author- 
ess evidently knows whereof she 
speaks." At the time of bis death, 
Madden was in company with a friend 
who remarked that Granice was look- 
ing for him. In reply, Madden said 
he supposed < iraiiice know where to 
lind him. Ho hud hardily ceased 
speaking whon Granice, who laid in 
wait, stepped of Simon Jacob it Co.'s 
store, behind Madden, shooting him 
in the back. Madden fell forward and 
was about to rise, when Granice tired 
four more shots, one lodging in the 
right breast, another in tho left, an- 
other in the face a little left of the 
nose and the other in tho thigh, killing 
him instantl\ r . Granice gave himself 
up. Tho whole affair transpired so 
quickly that those who witnessed the 
shooting had no power to warn Mad- 
den, or stop tho firing until il was too 
lato. Tho cowardice of the act, as 
will as the high standing of Madden, 
served to create; an excitement which 
will probable terminate in lynching 
the murderer, unless he be conveyed 
to safer quarters than Merced is ca- 
pable of rendering. Madden basal- 
ways been known and respected us an 
upright gentleman! In appearance 
ho was about 2.' J y cars of age. medium 
bight, rather good looking, and had 
frank, pleasing manners, Which, wilt 
render his untimely death a s id blow 
to hisDumerous friends and acquaint- 
ances both in MOreod and Stockton; 
whore his mother and brother have 
long resided.
